‘MAYOR DEFENDS 


WORK OF POLICE 


Many Crimes Reported Are 
Declared Unavoidable 


Acting Chief Hilf Tells of 
Department Activities 


More Arrests This May Than 
in Last Five Years 


Mayor Cryer yesterday issued the 
following formal statement in re- 
gard to the recent burglaries and 
attacks on women and girls 
throughout the city, and outside: 


I have gone thoroughly into the 
situation with the acting head of 
the police department and the pub- 
lic may rest assured that the May- 
or’s Office is doing everything with- 
in ite power and will continue te 
do everything within its power, 
through the police department and 
otherwise, to suppress crimes of all 
kinds. 

Particularly regrettable is the 
series of offenses that have been 
perpetrated against defenseless 
women and girls. The police de- 
partment, I am satisfied, is intense- 
ly in earnest in its purpose to deal 
drastically and effectively with the 
perpetrators of this class of out- 
rage. 

OUT OF CITY 

In my interview with the acting 
chief he pointed out that several 
of these cases, perhaps the ma- 
jority, had occurred in remote out- 
of-the-way places—one in the hills 
veyond La Crescenta, two or three 
in Belvedere and places outside 
of the city where no amount of 
police diligence would have suf- 
feed to prevent their occurrence. 

I advised Acting Ci3ief Hilf to 
enlarge his vagrancy squad and 
comb the streets witn a view of 
ridding the city streetg of the 
known criminal element. 

Acting Chief Hits report to 
me shows about 10,000 arrests dur- 
ing the month of May for various 
Offenses, the largest number in any 
one month in the history of the 


depa ent. 
“The people must not overlook 
the fact that in aud ip the im- 


mediate vicinity of Les Angeles 
there is a population greater than 
the total population contained in 
any one of about sixteen States of 
the American Union. So it natur- 
ally follows that there will de 
considerable crime among such a 
large popylation.” 

Acting Chief Hilf assures me 
that the department, as evidenced 
by his report, is working diligently | 
and efficiently, but has not yet. 
had time to,absorb the benefits 
of the recent additions in person- 
nel and equipment. 


FROM ACTING CHIEF 
Acting Chief of Police Hilf yes- 
terday sent the following report to 
the Mayor: 
June 8. 1923 


Honorable George E. Cryer, 
Mayor of the City of Los Angeles, 
Los Angeles, Cal. 

My Dear Mayor: 

Referring to an editorial in one 
of the morning ncwspapers of this 
city of the present date, in which 
the statement appears that 1170 
burglaries took place in this city 
during the month of May, I be- 
lieve that in all fairness I should 
present to you herewith the facts 
as I find them. 

It is true that during the month 
of May there were reported to this 
department approximately 1170 at- 
tempts to commit a burglary, such 
as perhaps a burglary to be tech- 
nichally defined. I find upon an- 
alyzing the reports as has deen 
presented to this department, that 
fully 40 per cent of such a num- 
ber were cases wherein a charge 
of burglary would not or could not 
be properly filed. 

ROOMS UNLOCKED 

We have in the city a large 
number of rooming-houses and 
apartment-houses and hotels of a, 
medium character. Three hundred 
and eighty-four as reported occur- 
red in such buildings; 264 single 
rooms entered, and 120 apari- 
ments. Further analysis of the sit- 
vation shows that a great many 
such rooms and apartments are 
provided with practically no safety 
with reference to competent locks 
or doors, and that access into such 
places is extremely easy. In many 
instances it is not necessary that 
a key be used, locks being of such 
cheap construction if any at all, 
that a hair pin or piece of wire 
will succeed In producing entrance. 

We find in the report a goodly 
number of new buildings under 
construction, open on all sides, and 
in which carpenter tools are care- 
lessly strewn after the day's work. 
Such places, have suffered thefts 
and they go down into our records 
es burglaries. 

We find a number of real estate 
offices entered, small stores and 
other places where very little of 
value ig housed. In 105 places 
that have been reported as bur- 
glarized, there was nothing taken. 
In 737 other such places there was 
lesa than $50 in value taken. The 
valuation is placed by the person 
who suffered the loss, and it is fair 
to assume that such valuation is 
oftentimes inflated. Al these 
cases appear on our records as 
burglaries and our department is 
charged with a certain negligence 
of duty and ineffective operation as 
a result. 


STATEMENT OF ARRESTS 

I am submitting to you here- 
with a statement of the arrests 
for the menth of May and call 
your attention to the number ef 
felonies that appears thereon, 
which amounts to 601. The num- 
ber of misdemeanors amount to 
2282, and another number of ar- 
rests for violat'on of the city ordi- 
narces, amounting to 616, making 
a tota: of arrests for the month of 
May of 10,865, being the largest 
number of arrests made for that 
month of any month cf May for 
the nast five years. The same 
statement shows that 60,137 ar- 
reste were made for the first five 
months of this year, showing a tre- 
mendously increased number t 
arrests over any similar period for 
the past three years.

, 1814, te destroy the establishment. 

Accordingly, on June 11, 1814, 
the Commodore left New Orleans, 
accompanied by Col. Ross and 
seventy-one picked men of the 
Forty-fourth iment, United 
States Infantry. @ took with him 
the schoener Caroline and the 
United States gunboats at the 
Balize. On the morning of the 
sixteenth he reached UBarrataria 
The town consisted of about 
forty houses, of different sizes, bad - 
| tly constructed and thatched with 
palmetto. The vessels of the free- 
‘booters consisted of six fine 
schooners and one felucca, as 
_ cruisers, and one armed ooner 
under Carthagenian colors. The 
rovers came out to meet the Com- 
modore and forced their vessels 
into Une of battle. having mounted 
on them twenty pieces of cannon 
and exhibiting a force of 800 to 
1000 men. 

But when they saw the commo- 
dore determined and still advanc- 
ing they abandoned the place and 
fied, concealing themrelves in the 
numerous morasses of the sur- 
rounding country.

The war between the 
United States and Great Britain

On September 3, 
1814, Capt. Lockyear, commander 
of His Majesty's man-of-war 
Sophia, put in to the shore at 
Barrataria and offered Lafitte the 
rank of post captain in the British 
Navy, the command of a frigate 
and 30,000 pounds to join His 
Majesty's force. Lafitte asked two 
weeks’ time to consider the pro- 
— giving the captain some 
ope, however, that he would ac- 
cept it. 


PARDONED FOR SERVICES 
The neat day Lafitte enclosed the 
written propositions to Gov. Clair- 
borne, writing him also a polite 
letter, tendering his services to the 
United States on condition that he 
and his adherents should be pro- 
tected from further interruption. 
The offer was accepted and La- 
tte and his men, stationed at the 
guns near the levee, on January 3, 
1816, did such service as to call 
forth a general rdon from the 
President of the United States. 
The vigilance of the government 
and the promises of Lafiette pre- 
vented him from re-establishing 
himeelf at Barrataria. After a 
visit to Washington, during which 
he squandered his wealth wie. 
princely profusion, he endeavored 
to establish his headquarters at 
Port Au Prince, but failed. While 
he was wandering over the Gulf 
of Mexico with his adherents, Com- 
modore Aury sailed from Galves- 
ton on the expedition against Soto 
Le Marina, and in a few days 
afterward the island was occupied 
by the buccaneers of Lafitte.

PIRATE LAW 
The law established by tne buc- 
caneers consisted of regulations 
concerning the mode of 4isetribut- 
ing the gains of their profession 
and the payment ef the oillicers’ 
salaries. 
When Commodore Aury returned 
in May. 1817. to Galveston. he 
found the Lafitte government ia 
full blast. and that the place had 
degenerated into a nest of pirates; 
that the privateers little 
for the nationality of the vessels 
they met on the exe. provided the 
cargo was valuable. Aury in dis- 
gust determined to abandon Gel- 
veston. By the close of that yeas 
the — of Lafitte on Gal- 
veston island had increased to 
nearly 1000 men. They were of 
all nations and languages—refu- 
gees from justice and victims of 
oppression, who had fied from their 
own countries and, hearing of his 
prosperous State, came hither to 
find Sa. Lafitte made «a 
show of fair dealing and obtained 
commissions from some of the 
revolted colonies of Spain; but. 
though he assumed to act as « 
privateer, he was In reality a pirate 
and so were his ehief men. The 
names of Dominic, Jim Campbell, 
Churchill, Franks, Roach. Lambert, 
Marotte, Grail, Pluche, Felix, Le- 
pez and Brown, his active lieuten- 
ant, were a terror to the com- 
merce of the Gulf of Mexico. 
Complaints of their 


were repeatedly made at Washing - 
ton, «& the authorities o the 
United States would have broken 


them up but for the Spanish Min- 
ister. The island of Galveston 
was claimed by both governments 
and the jealousy of Spain would 
not suffer that the United States 
should disperse the buccaneers 
from their haunt, lest the latter 
power should hold it 
on her own account. On the other 
hand, as Spanish commerce suf- 
fered ten. times as much bw their 
depredations as that of any other 
country. if that government was 
willing to submit to it. of course 
the United States ought not to ob- 
ject! In fact, Lafitte’s men in- 
flicted on Spanish commerce in 
the Gulf of Mexico a blow from 
which it never recovered. 


MILD-MANNERED MEN 
Lafitte was a well-formed, hand- 
some man, about six feet, two 


inches in height, strongly built, 
with large hazel eyes, black hair, 
and generally wore a mustache. He 
in a green uniform and 
an otterskin cap. He was a man 
of polite and easy manners, of re- 
tired habits, generous disposition 
and of such a winning address that 
his influence over his fellowers 
was almost absolute. He located 
his town on the ruins of Aury's 
village, built a house, which he 
and threw up around 
ery soon Many other 
houses were erected. His follow- 
ers who had wives or other women 
folk brought them there, and so- 
clety at Galveston, whatever may 
be sald of its morals, began to 
have all the elements of perman- 
ency. Through New Orleans they 
were supplied with bullding ma- 
terials and provisions. A “Yankee” 
boarding house sprang up an“, to 
complete the establishment, they 
constructed a Small arsenal and 
dockyard. 

The Cooshattie Indians, who, out 
of regard to the Spaniards, had 
emigrated west as far as the 
banks of the Trinity, were con- 
stant visitors at Galveston. 80 
likewise were the Carakawaes, who 
sometimes resorted to the west 
end of the tsland. On one occa- 
sion some of Lafitte’s men stole 
away one of their best-looking 
squaws and detained her. Deter- 
mined to have revenee, the In- 
dians sought an opportunity when 
a party of buccaneers were hunt- 
ng down on the and killed 
tour of them. 

When the Indians came 
from the mainiand they left their 
canoes in an inlet on the bayside 
and encamped at the “Three 
Trees This fact was soon known 
at Camp Peachey—the name La- 
fitte had given his town—and 
preparetions were made to attack 
them. They were about 300 strong, 
Lafitte marched against them 
with 200 men and two pieces of 
artillery. The battle consisted of 
repeated skirmishes and lasted two 
or three days. The Indians were at 
length compelled to retreat to the 
mainiand with a loss of thirty 
killed and a large number wound- 
ed. Lafitte lost none of his men, 
but had many wounded with ar- 
rows. The \Carakawaes once 
again ventured to come to the is- 
land while Lafitte was there, but 
fied on the approach of his men 
sent against them. It was this 
conduct of the pirates toward these 
Indians that afterward made the 
latter so hostile to the Texas col- 
onists under Austin.

Tomorrow to be Observed as 
 Nesional Flag Day 
Glorious History Revealed in 
| Starry Banner 


Urged on All 


Old Ser., the third oldest 


ed by all nations, the insignia of 
the mightiest State on earth, the 
emblem of liberty and justice. the 
banner of a nation ever victorious 
in war. ever ready to shed tits 
Mood in defense of the weak, ever 
desirous of peace. tomorrow re 
celves the homage of the nation on 
the one hundred and forty-sixth 
anniversary of ite existence as the 
oficial fag of the United States of 
America. 

From the bygone days of the 
little red echool-house, when we 
shouted. with au the fervor of 
youthful patriotiem, “Three cheers 
for the Red, White and Blue“ un- 
til the last gray days which 
presage the twilight of life. the 
Stars and Stripes of the American 
flag exist in the conaciousness of 
every American citizen. One looks 
up to it with reverence. for it has 
been dipped in blood; with pride. 
for it has never fallen before a foe. 


FLAK SALUTE 

Flag Day, observed annyally 
on June 14, affords the 
average citizen an opportunity 
to brush up on his knowledge 
of flag etiquette. The following 
customs and obeervances have 
been handed down to us from the 
pest and it is one of the duties of 
good citizenship to practice, in this 
instance, what tradition preached. 

When saluting the flag only men 
in uniform should give the min- 
tary salute. Civilians should place 
the right hand over the heart, men 
with hat in hand, remaining in 
that position to the last word. 

The national salute is one gun 
for every star. The international 
salute (under the laws of 
twenty one guns. 


PROPER ETIQUETTE 
The flag should be raised at 
sunrise and lowered at sunset. 
When the flag is placed at half- 
staf it should be hoisted to top of 
staff first then lowered to one 
breadth of the flag. When lowered 
from half-staff it should be raised 
to top of staff first and then 
lowered. On Memorial Day the 
flag should float at half-staff until’ 
noon and full-staff after noon. 
The American flag should always 
have the place of honor when 
carried with other flags in a 
parade; either precede or at the 
right. International usage forbids 
the display of the flag of one na- 
tion above that of any other. 
They should be flown from separ- 
ate staffs on the same level. 


SHOULD NEVER FALL 


When the flag is used in con- 
nection with the unveiling of a 
statute or monument it should 
not be allowed to fall, but should 
be carried aloft to wave out, form-

ing a distinctive feature during 
the rest of the ceremony. When 
the flag is placed over a bier or 


When the flag ie worn as a 
badge it should be worn flat on the 
left breast. 

When the flag is used as a 
decoration it should, whenever 
possible, float from the staff. The 
fag should never be festooned or 
draped, always hung flat. When 
the colors are required for 
decorating. red, white and blue 
bunting should be used. When the 
flag is hung against the side of a 
building or wall horizontally, the 
union should be in the upper left- 
hand corner. When hung vert 
cally the union should be in up- 
per right-hand corner. The flag 
should never be hung wrong side 
out. When the flag is hung as a 
banner across the street the union 
should be to the north or east. 


NOT DECORATION 


The American flag should never 
be dipped in salute. lt should 
never be allowed to touch the 
ground. It should never be dis- 
played lower than a person sit 
ting. It should never be worn as 
whole or part of a costume. It 
should never be used to cover or 
decorate any kind of furniture or 
vehicle. The design of the flag 
should not be used as decoration 
on napkins, handkerchiefs, soft- 
pillows, cakes, candies or ice- 
cream. 

The ‘“Star-Spangied Banner” 
should never be played as part of 
a medley or as an exit march. 

When the flag becomes solled or 
worn it should be respectfully 
burned.

STUDY OF RAILROADS 


An Important Economic Barometer Interpreted’ in 
Review and as a Prospect

In one way or another almost every human being within «the 
borders of the United States is vitally concerned in the welfare of the 
railroads. It may be as an employee or a member of a labor union, 
but those concerned in this respect are far outnumbered by those who 
have a vital interest either as passengers or shippers, as consumers 
of what the roads carry, as owners of stocks or bonds, as depositors 
in savings banks or as holders of any clas of insurance, for, the funds

Since begnning the railroad era 
In 1830 and up to a few years ago, 
the fortunes of the transportation 
systems have practically paralleled 
the trend of business and security 
prices.

De 
1837 this had grown to 1497 miles 
and the accompanying demand for 
materials and labor proved an im- 
mense advantage to industry. Care-

Good times were soon 
reached in every city and settle- 
ment and both pital and labor 
found generous ployment carry- 
ing large rewards. From 1851 to 
1857 there was a period of great 
prosperity and development. Con- 
struction of new railroads was in 
full sewing between all important 
cities and the miles of new lines 
put in operation annually had 
grown from leas than 1700 in 185° 
to 3462 in 1856. This meant a great 
deal to the iron and steel! ind 
and good times became uni . 


PANIC OF 1857 

The year 1857 witnessed a disas-. 
trous financial panic. New con- 
struction of every description was 
stop ped. Stagnation and falling 
prices were experienced through- 
out the entire country. Iron, for 
instance, fell off more than 9 a 
ton between 1856 and 1861. Ran- 
road buliding a severe blow 
and declined from the 3462 miles 
referred to above te 651 miles in 
1861. Toward the close of the Civil 
War, in the year 1864, 73% miles 
of new road were built. Following 
the stabilization of industry after 
the post war depression, a new 
impetus was given new construc- 
tion, so that in 1871 there were 
73879 miles of new railroads bullt. 
The greatest boom in history, up 
to that time. came to the country. 
It was followed by the almost in- 
evitable period of depression, in 


1875 to be exact, only 1711 miles of 
new lines were bullt. 

Then came an era of coloniza- 
en and the opening up of millions 
of seres of new territory with the 
consequent immense harvest. 
Many new roads were needed to 
transport the crops and manyfac- 


ile now, it would appear that all 
other interests are being served 
Arat at their expense. The same 
brand of government meddling in 
private business would quigkly 
bring about a revdlution. The 
strike of last year, costly it 
was, was a blessing In disguise. It 
brought out for one thing, the ad- 
vantage of allowing each road to 
handle its biems individually. 
These probledis vary with geogra- 
Phical location. Railroads, like 
private enterprise should be per- 
mitted to compete or combine and 
work as any other industry. 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 
For the time being, talk of 
„ ownership has died 
own, Dut one may count upon its 
being revived at the next session 
of Congress. Should the govern- 
ment take over the railroads, many 
present holders of railroad stocks, 
and buyers at present prices, would 
receive profite of 60 to 106 per 
cent, based on the accepted tenta- 
tive valuation of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. This val- 
uation, by ¢he way, proves the 
charge of “water” in railroad cap- 
italization to be utter nonsense. 
The valuation arrived at was not 
computed by frriends of the rail- 
roads, but by unfriendly and even 
hostile interests. It is in the neigh - 
borhood of $20,000,000.000. it 
has been based, as a financial edi- 
tors says, on leaving the railroads 
en trreducible minimum, while 


ceded by law witheud question to 
the holders of every other kind of 
property. It eliminates absolutely, 
unearned Increments, conceded to 
realty holders everywhere. 

Against the valuation of $20,000, - 
000,000 there had been issued by 
the raliroads in the United States 
securities aggregating approxi- 
mately the same sum. erefore. 
if we average property values and 
— 1 883 it will be 
0 t the two amounts prac- 
tically balance. 


RAIL CAPITALIZATION 

Of the total railroad capitlization 
59 per cent ie bonded debt which 
can only be renewed or unded, 
but oan never be ni extin- 
guished.

STOLEN GOODS 

One of the things which makes 
& pawnbroker so wary of his cus- 
tomers is the fact that the pawn- 
shop is the place to which stolen 
jewels are taken generally, to be 
converted into cash. The pawn- 
brokers are in close touch with the 
police department at all times. 
When a jewel theft—or any other 
theft, for that matter—is reported, 
the police department sends to al!

But the difficulty in detecting 
property thus stolen is heightened 
by the fact that jewels, diamonds 
cepecially, have not a great deal 
of individuality; that is, they have 
not the unique distinguishing

THE PATRONS 

The patrons of the pawnshop. 
according to the man previously 
quoted, are of two classes mainiy 
those who are in need and those 
who are not. ‘ 

The Main-street shops see more 
of the former, of the man and 
woman to whom money is an im- 
mediate and pressing necessity. The 
luxurious suites in the big office 
buildings see a different class. To 
them come the people who have 
plenty of jewelry ana other valua- 
bles, but want ready cash for the 
purchase of some other luxury or | 
for speculation. ‘They borrow | 
thousands of dollars where the 
Main-street borrower exchanges his 
pitiful bit of property for a few 
pennies. 

When times are good the broker 
with the wealthy trade does a big 
business, for speculation ts rife 
But it ie when work is ecarce, and | 
money tight, that the Main-etreet 
broker does the biggest business

IDENTIFIED JEWEL 

And. when a person who has lost 
a certain jewel comes into a pawn- 
shop to identify her property, the 
pawnbrokers could probably take 
from his stock any one of a bun- 
dred stones and hear her declare 
and really believe—that that is her 
jewel. Nine times out of ten she 
walks out with the jewel—and the 
pawnbroker says good-by to the 
money he loaned on the article. He 
has no recourse; he is simply out 
that much. 

However, some jewele are dis- 
tinctive, in coloring and composi- 
tion. They have individuality. And 
some manufactured articies of 
jewelry are 8% unusual and unique 
as to give rise to an occasional 
complication. ‘As, for instance: 

A prominent Los Angeles bus- 
iness man had a very unique “frog 
pin” stolen from him. A young 
man brought 4 pin of the exact 
description to a well-known local 
pawnshop. When the pawnbroker 
received from the police depart- 
ment a description of the article 
stolen he recognized it as the one 
pawned by the young man. He 
notified the business man, who 
identified the article absolutely 
and teck it away with him. 

THE WEALTHY SON 
When the young man came back 
to redeem the article he was 
taken mio custody. It was then 
revealed that he was the son of 
a wealthy merchant of a large 
Middle West city. The pin was a 
present from his father. and had 
been purchased in his home city. 
Telegrams established the correct- 


erty. The following Thursday the

“Bierce was a great one,” he 
roplied— the last of the satiristse— 
and one of the most brilliant of 


them all. 


“He held full literary sway over 
California for almost twent 1 
ridiculing, criticizing, con emning 
through various publications and 
writing with bitter sarcasm some 
of the most remarkable verse ever 
printed. His fiction was strong. 
imaginative and frequently revolt- 
ing--so much 8, in fact, that he 
became embittered because the 
publishers could not see their way 
clear to print his stuff. Reviewers 
shook their heads over uch stories 
as ‘In the Midst of Life.’ ‘The af. 
fair at Coulter's Notch,’ The Monk 
and the Hangman's Daughter’ and 
others, but not one of them ques- 
tioned the purity of his style in 
which words were chosen as care 
fully as a collector of matched 
pearls seeks his gems. He did most

ITALIANS LIKE LEEOCHES 

The Italian is not a great user 
of medicines. Neither is the Span- 
tard. The modern Italian, like the 
ancient Roman, has a great pre- 
dilection tor olive ofl, not only as 
a salad dressing, but for many 
widely varying aliments. It is used 
for earache. It is used hot, as 
an aptiication to heal and cleanse 
wounds. 

A treatment much used by both 
the Ttallans and the Mexicans is 
the leech. Men who remember 
“the old swimmin’ hole” of boy- 
hood days will remember the cry 
that went up occasionally “Oh, 
Skinnay, I got a biloodsucker!” 
But the little bloodsucker of 
American ponds and streams is a 
puny proposition compared to the 
leech of foreign extraction. The 
best leeches are obtained from 
Austria. They are shipped here 
in mall tin boxes, in which wet 
seaweed is placed for them to feed 
upon during the voyage. On their 
arrival they are put in . goldfish 
bows, where they swim around 
vigorously, like mall eels. 

BLOOD SUCKERS 

They are between three and four 
inches Jong. ehaped like eels, and 
dark in color. Placed on a human 
body, they fasten themselves tight- 
ly, the head being built on the 
vacuum cup principle. They draw 
blood as & mosquito does, and an 
average leech requires gbout two 
teaspoonfule for a square meal.

This druggist told also of an 
amusing incident following the 
gale of a leech to a Woman cus- 
tomer. The woman entered the 
store three or four days later, and. 
the clerk asked her if she was 
better, if the leech had proven 
efficacious. She was voluable in 
saying that it had. She fen much

used the treatment, she explained | 


that she had been troubled with 
indigestion, and had eaten the 
leech. 

There is a favorite Italian home- 
made remedy composed of Cassia 
en Cana, tarmarindo pulp, manna, 
and senna leaves. The manna 
ought to make up for a lot 1 
shortcomings. 

Italy sends patent medicines to 
the United States, but they have 
hard competition against the 
American products. In Italy they : 
are quite popular. 

The Japanese are not overlook- 


ing any bets when it comes to 
medicines. One drugstore on East 
First street carries literally hun- 
dreds of Japanese patent medi- 
cines. They are put up as a rule 
in inexpensive containers, either 
envelopes or cardboard packages. 
and the wrappers carry reams of 
instructions. for takfhg, testimon- 
lals, and such. Most of this is in; 
the Japanese characters, but many 
of the packages also carry the cor- 
responding information in En- 
glish. This, it is explained, ts for 
the benefit of the customs officials. 
As on American patent medicine 
containers, the  learned-looking 
gent with the long, black, drooping 
mustache, or the full beard, is 
much in evidence. 

THE JAP WAY 


The Japanese, quick and adapt- 
able in all things, take readily 
to the use of American remedies, 
and use a great deal of patent 
medicines. As a rule, they go on 
the principle of medicine first, and, 
if that fails, then the doctor. How- 
ever, the Japanese doctors do not 
prescribe patent medicines, as do 
those of some nationalities. They 
prescribe practically the same 
things as do American doctors. 
One Japanese weighed the mer- 
its of American and Japanese pre- 
pared remedies, with their Munt- 
ing claims, ag follows:

Divorce Law for America 


We Americans are a nation of 
marriage slackers! 

That is the contention of Charles 
G. Norris, author of “Brass,” the 
widely-read and much-diecussed 
novel of marriage and divorce, 
made into a motion picture by 
Warner Brothers, and showing at 
Loew's State Theater today. 

Hie believes that loyalty to the 
marriage tie, and to the home is 
required by love of country and is 
© peacetime duty of citikens. 
“We sin against the life of the 
State,“ he asserts, “when we weak 
en the foundations of the home.” 

“The State should concern l 
self in the marriage of its citi- 
tens.“ he declared. “There should 
be a national marriage law., «a 
national divorce law. It ought to 
be possible no longer for a man 
to get a California divorce for de- 
sertion, remarry and take to New 
York his new wife who is not rec- 
ognized there. 

“We should have a marriage law 
to define the ages when couples 
can be married; that shall make 
imperative a physical examination 
and gee that the couple are eu- 
|\genically fitted to mate; that shall 
| provide the husband is in fit 
circumstances to support a family: 
that shall provide for more notice 
than a mere forty-eight hours of 
the intention of getting married. 
People who intend to get married 
should be investigated. It should 
be discovered whether the man 
has been married before and why 
the first marriage holds no longer. 
It should be made plain whether 
the woman has any entangling al- 
liances.” 

He believes in divorce though 
when he started he was 
a firm disbeliever in it. 
reason was that he 
so happily wedded, in what he calls 
“a marriage of mutual labor.” 

“If my own marriage had not 
been so happy.” he declared, “I 
could not have written about un- 
happy marriages, although Ive 
wanted to make a novel of the 
American magazine ever since the 
time when, as a magazine editor. 
I had to prepare H. G. Wells’ 
Marriage, for a serial publication.”
